gress, 


WASHINGTON, Deo, 5.— The reading aS 


the pi'Bsideni's mi'ssage was concluded at 
I o'clock, havinp occupied approximately 
«ne hour and u half in the senate. 


Mr. Dol£)h 
(Rep., Or.; immediately 


arose and said there hud been distributed 
in the senate printed copies of what pur- 
ported to be the message of the president, 
lo which, on page 9, he found a pnrb of 
a page devoted to Hawaii, and he did not 
hear that portion read from the desk. 


Ha desired to know, and thought the 


country did also, whether that pare was 
inadvertently or purposely omitted by the 
secretary, or whether the copies which had 
been circulated were not true copies of the 


The vice president responded that the 


portion of the mossago relating to Hawaii 
hud been inadvertently omitted by the sec- 
retary, and directed that ic be read. This 
was done, aurl Mr. Dolpli gave notice that 
he would address the seouta later on. that 
part o£ the message. 


The Bouse. 


In the honse, during the reading of tha 


first portion oC the message, Ttioinas B. 
Reed burst tbrouKh a side door and came 
rolling across tha area in front o£ the 
speaker's rostrum. When he reached his 
seat he lighted a cigar and sat puffing 
away complacently, vvliila tha reading 
proceeded. 


As the reference to tho Hawaiian affair 


WHS reached, the members straightened 
up and gave the closest possible attention, 
hut no expression of approval or disap- 
proval was indulged in. There seemed to 
be a general air of disnpp jintnient, how- 
ever, that so little space was allotted to 
this question. 


Tho i ecommendations relative to an in- 


ternational monetary conference and the 
request for further authority for the issue 
of bonds caused many significant shakes 
of die head on the part of extreme silver 
men. The presidtnit's indorsement of the 
peiihion policy of the interior department 
ol civil service reform and his appeal for 
rigid economy in the appropriations al.so 
attracted attention. 


When the reference to the tariff was 


reached, the members crowded about the 
clerk's desk. The utterance relative to 
the duty of congress on the tariff question 
and the hearty indorsement given to the 
Wilson bill seemed to please the Dem- 
ocratic membejs greatly, but much sur- 
prise was evident when that section of tlio 
message was read stating that the ways 
and moans coramitice had embraced in its 
plan several additional internal revenue 
taxes aud a small tax on the incomes of 
certain corporations. 


As it was understood the internal rev- 


enno features and thu .iioomo t;>}c hnd not 
heen absolutely decided upon the presi- 
dent's announcement canie in the nature 
of a surprise. A roac'of apolause greeted 
the conclusion of the reading of the mes- 
sage. 


General Bincham, who has been selected 


by the Pennsylvania delegation to make 
the announcement of the deaths of Repre- 
sentatives O'Neill and Jjilluy, was then 
recognized. He spoke feelingly of the de- 
ceased gentlemen and paid appropriate 
resolutions, which were passed. A. com- 
mittee wus appointed to attend the funeral 
of Mr. Lilley, and at 8 p. m., as a further 
mark of respect to the memory of the de- 
ceased, the house adjourned. 


Senate Was Busy. 


Quite a number of measures of Import- 


ance were introduced in the senate. One 
presented by Senator Platt establishes "A 
bureau of public health within the treas- 
ury department of the United States." 
Tho bill provides that the states and terri- 
tories shall be divided into nine district* 
to be known as uTue sanitary disr-ricts of 
thi* United States." The buieau is to con- 
sist of a commission of 15. The commis- 
sion shall be made vip as follows: 


One commi'-sionur from each district, 


two at large, the surgeon general of tha 
navy, the surgeon general of the army, 
the supervising surgeon general of the 
marine hospital service and an officer 
learned in tho law, detailed by the attor- 
my general from the department of .jus- 
tice. 
Tiio commipsioners, with the ex- 


ception of the latter four, shall receive $10 
per day foe their services. 


Senator PeftVr presented a memorial 


and resolutions signed by Surah E. V. 
Emory, national superintendent of the de- 
partment of the Women's Curistian Tem- 
perance association, asking thivt senators 
abstain from 
the u.'e of intoxicating 


liquors during the present session. The 
resolution explains the necessity of clear 
minds iu handling the many important 
subjects of legislation. 


Senator Peffer introduced » bill which 


providts "Chat no person who was not 
born in the United States, or whose par- 
ents wevo not at »the time of his or her 
birth citizens of the United States, and 
who has not become u only natnr.illaed 
citizen under aud by virtue of the laws of 
the United States, shall bs entitled to vote 
at any national or state election." 


Numerous petitions were presented and 


many bills introduced and refened to ap- 
propriate comrnitteoj. A joint resolution 
permitting Colonel Anson Mills, U. S. A., 
to herve a» engineer on the commission to 
Burvey and fix the boundary between the 
United Slates and Mexico was passed, 


A message from the housa announced 


the death of Hon. Charlrs O'Neill and 
Hon. 
Willi'im Lilley, late 
representa- 


tives from Pennsylanvia. 
Mr. Cameron 


(Rep., Pa.) offered a resolution expres- 
Hive of the sorrow of the senate at, the 
lad intelligence, and five senators were 
appointed a committee on the part of 
thu senate to attend tho funeral. As 
an additional mark of respect to tue de- 
ceased, the senate then adjourned. 


Republican Sunators Meet. 


The Republican members of the senate 


held a brief caucus in the Republican con- 
ference room after adjournment for the 
purpose of takins into consideration the 
appointing of an advisory committee. The 
subject hos> been discussed in caucus dur- 
ing the extra session, but it had then been 
decided on account of some opposition to 
allow the matter to go over nutil the reg- 
ular session. The caucus developed no 
opposition and the chairman was au- 
thorized to select 11 committee oC 13. 


It is understood (.hat this committee 


will be expected to take charge oC all 
strictly party questions iu the senate and 
to act in many respects as a steering cnjn 
mitteo. The committee has not JBD been 
chosen, but it is said that it will be named 
in a Eew days. 
Senator Sherman presided 


as chairman ot the caucus, and Seuatcsr 


Dubois was elected sscrntary.

The chamber of deputies, aftor a warm 


discussion of a motion for general am- 
nesty, voted 2S7 to !}25 against discussing 
the clauses of the motion. During the de- 
bate M. Croufset apoke warmly in favor 
of the exiled Boulangists. Many persons 
guiltier than they, ho said, were now sit- 
ting in the house. He appealed to the 
government to forgive the miners aud 
others who had been condemned during 
excitable ntrllce periods. 


M. Rtiynal, minister o£ the interior, 


spoke in opposition. The government, he 
said, had not come to ' pass a sponge 
over the crime of treason to the father- 
land. 


At this time M, Mary, socialist, sprang 


to his feet, screaming: "You are a miser- 
able wretch." An uproar followed, amid 
whic.h could be heard cries for censure un- 
til the offender withdrew his expression. 


AT. Mery declined to do so unless M. 


R-*ynal withdrew his imputation that the 
Boulant?ists were traitors. 
M ry denied 


that the Boulaugists were anfci-pat lots; 
they rather, he said, had sought to infuse 
patriotism into corrupt French politics. 
He then added that as the chamber hud 
permitted him to make this explanation, 
he would withdraw the epithet "Miserable 
wretch."

A. WAR 
STORY. 


French Soldieri) Saitl to 15u Preparing to 


Attack Italy. 


ROME, Dec. 5.—The Riforma publishes a 


letter signed "Bel!" which affirms posi- 
tively that there are 40,000 French troops 
entrenched between Nice and Barcelonatte 
with large advanced posts within a few 
yards of the Italian frontier. Along the 
same line aud distributed over a breadth 
of country 150 kilometers in extent the 
French forces are being gradually advanced 
towards the frontier. There are immense 
quantities of war material at their dis- 
posal, and they appear to be prepared for 
a sudden attack. The writer of the article 
calls the attention of the Italian govern- 
ment to tho seriousness of this situation. 


Dr. Meyer's Trial Uegfan. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 —The trial ot the 


famous poisoning case was called yester- 
day be/ore Justice Barrett. The defend- 
ant was Dr. Heury C. V. Meyer, who is 
charged with a series of murders by 
poisoning. He IB placed on trial for the 
murder of Gustavo H M.Joseph Banin, 
and the victim, it is alleged, was a co-con- 
spirator with Dr. Meyer and his wife 
Maria to defraud several insurance com- 
panies out o£ insurance aggregating about 
$11,000. 


Atinworth Gets Out of J L 


WASHINGTON, Dec.B.—The district court 


of appeals sustained the demurrer in the 
ctisu of Colonel Ainswocth and tho three 
other persons indicted with him for man- 
slaughter in causing the collapse of the 
old lord's theater building on July 9 last, 
by which 31 clerks lost their lives. The 
court held that the indictment wns fatally 
defective. This decision will discharge the 
defendants. 


Tip-era Celobruto. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 5.—Old Nassau's 


campus last night witnessed u wild cele- 
bration of Princeton's victory over Yale. 
There wai an enormous bonfire, and the 
bouses in town were generally illuminated 
and decorated \vith tha college colors.

FRANCE'S POLICY. 


Outline of riiiun to Bo Carried Out by 


llio Now Ministry. 


PARIS, Dec. 5.—M. Cassimzr-Perier, in 


his announcement of tbe new ministry's 
policy, said that the government would 
consider tho creation of a workman's 
provident fund, as well as other measures 
to regulate the relations between the state 
and the Bunque da France. Tho govern- 
ment would undertake nothing which 
might tend towards the 
separation of 


church and state unless the country de- 
manded it, and would reject all proposals 
far a revision of tha constitution.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—It is not often 


that tha public awaits a president's mes- 
sage with the intense interest which has 
been manifested in the document sent to 
congress. The reading was listened to 
with close attention in both houses, and at 
Its close a, number at pertinent and in- 
teresting interviews wero hold with mem- 
bers. 


Ex-Speaker Reed said: "I dlsliks to 


comment on the message because it would 
not be possible, to do it iu adequate terms. 
It Is exceedingly disappointing both ia 
matter and manner. It is largely made 
up of a wearisome resume of the reports 
of his secretaries, and they have hardly 
been improved by condensation. On the 
Hawaiian question we are left as much in 
the dark as over, and must await the news 
of the next btearag- just as we have been 
waiting so long, That part of the message 
which relates to the tariff ii most sur- 
prising. It asserts that tha house com- 
mittee in charge of that subject has 
formulated plans and devised methods oil 
taxation which, aa a member, I have not 
even heard proposed. 


"IIpw long has it been part of our sys- 


tem that tha committee o£ an independent 
branch shall report to congress through 
tho president? Is this the result of blend- 
ing the appointive with tbe legislative 
power?" 


Mr. Springer of Illinois said: "In refor- 


ence to the'tariff, the message is clear and 
forcible. 
The president does not enter 


into an elaborate discussion of the subject, 
but recommends a complete compliance 
with the demand of the American people 
for tariff reform. In this the message will 
receive the cordial commendation OH every 
Democrat in the land, and of many others 
who realise that our present protective 
system is injurious to the best interests of 
the people." 


"In reference to Hawaii, the president 


takes the only course which is consistent 
with international honor and comity. The 
restoration of the condition which existed 
prior to the armed intervention of the 
United States may be necessary for the 
restoration of the monarchy. If it does it 
will ba proof that the monarchy was over- 
thrown by the interposition of our gov- 
ernment. If the restoration does not fol- 
low, we will have demonstrated our good 
laith and regard for the rights of other 
nations." 


Mr. Holman of Indiana: "It is an able 


and forcible document. The earnest sxig- 
gestions of economy contrasts strongly 
with messages heretofore presented." 


Mr. McCrenry of Kentucky: "It is an 


able and appropriate document. It fur- 
nishes valuable information. lie presents 
our foreign affairs, monetary matters and 
the tariff with great ability, nnd I think 
his recommendations are generally good." 


Mr. Ontes of Alabiimn: "It abounds in 


details and is^i'ull of information about the 
departments, but makes few reopmmenda- 
tions." 


Mr. Dolliver of Iowa: "In the matters 


of public interest that are in dispute the 
message lacks any satisfactory expression. 
In respect to Hawaii, the president conceals 
from congress all that is important. As 
to silver, the president lacks the courage 
to state his views, and commits tbe whole 
subject to the policy of delay."

, Dec. 5.—It is not oftaa 


that the public awaits a president's mes- 
sage with the intense interest which has 
been manifested in the document sent to 
congress. The reading was listened to 
•with close attention in both houses, and at 
Its cloee a number of pertinent and in- 
teresting interviews were held with mem- 
bers, 


Ex-Speaker Heed said: "I dislike to 


comment on the message because it would 
not be possible to do it in Hdequatejerms. 
It Is exceedingly disappointing both In 
matter nnd rnaatier. It is largely made 
up of a wearisome resume of the reports 
of his secretaries, and they have hardly 
been improved by condensation. On the 
Hawaiian question wo are left a,s much in 
tha dark as over, and. must await the news 
of the next steam«- just as we have been, 
ivaiting so long, 'i'hut ptvrt of the messnga 
which relates to the tariff in most sur- 
prising. It asserts that the house com- 
mittee in charge of that subject bus 
formulated plans and devised methods of 
taxation which, as a member, I have not 
even heard proposed. 


"IIpw long has it been part of our sys- 


tem that tho. committee of tin independent 
branch shall report to congress through 
the president? Is this the result of blend- 
ing the appointive with the legislative 
power?" 


Mr. Springer oE Illinois said: "In refer- 


ence to the- tariff, the message is clear and 
forcible. 
Tho president does not enter 


into an elaborate discussion of the subject, 
but recommends n complete compliance 
with the demand of the American people 
for tariff reform, In this the message will 
receive the cordial commendation of every

Cap- 
tain Cutter says that just before he sailed 
the editor of The Evening Star requested 
Minister Willis to submit a statement to 
the public to allay the general feeling ol 
uncertainty.

placa £or several weeks. I bronght'with 
me certain instructions from the United 
States government on theHawaiian situa- 
tion. Since my arrival contingencies have 
arisen about which, neither the United 
States nor myself were nware when I left 
"Washington. 1 thought best, in exercis- 
ing the 
discretion allowed, to submit 


tbese matters to Washington before pro- 
ceeding further to carry out my original 
instructions. No one need fear trouble 
and no lawlessness will be permitted." 


This announcement gave the annexa- 


tionists much satisfaction and the royal- 
ists were much displeased.

STRIKERS ARK FIRM. 


Bnt Few .Applied For "Work lo OLney- 


vllle Mills, 


PROVIDENCE, Deo. 5.—The bells and 


whistles of the Olneyville mills sonnded 
yesterday for the first time in many weeks 
to call into the mills those who were will- 
ing to go to work at the prices offered by 
the manufacturers. 


The operatives assembled to the number 


of severni hundred, but only 11 went to 
work. Of these six were ac the Weybos- 
setmill, two at Fletcher's and three at the 
Eiverside. A large force of police were on 
hand, but no trouble was experienced. At 
the Saxon mill tho employes went to work 
on the new schedule which had been 
agreed upon. 


At the National mill it was stated that 


unless a sufficient force to run the mill is 
assured, it will be closed tor the winter, 
and that the same was true of the So.ra.unc 
mill.

They were identified by several witnesses 


who were on Middlesex street at the time 
as 
the parties 
wanted. 
Cunningham 


claims there was a discussion on the tariff 
but no blows struck. 
There is reason to 


believe that something more than a mere 
discussion occurred for one of the men was 
heard to say previous to the assault, "Now 
we'll fix him." 


Both men were held in 810,000 until 


late in the week. 
The police feel confident 


that they have the right parties, but the 
one who struck the blow is yet to be de- 
termined. . 


Cunningham has been known here for 


some tin,e;as a prize fighter ;with crooked 
propensities. 
He arrested here a few 


weeks ago for a Nashua offence and was 
prostrated by an overdose of morphine. 
AVhen he recovered he was taken to Nashua 
and while on the way asked Inspector La- 
llarome to shoot him. 


Kadcliff is a machinist. 
He has heen 


employed by Joel Kuapp setting up fire 
escapes iu Manchester. He is also said to 
posses "sporting blood" but how he came 
ia contact with Cunningham is not yet 
known.

English speaking world. Yet it is said he 
died almost alone, and in comparatively 
destitute circumstances.

was so great that he worked himself 
almost to death. He came East, to Bos- 
ton, to recuperate believing that with mus- 
ical engagements he could get a living. But 
once more his business taxed his energies, 
and he was taken ill, and in the Carney 
hospital he gradually failed until the end 
came. Seuor Romero once gave a private 
recital in Mr. Stratton's studio to a num-
